Crucial Decisions 
Face the Democrats 


A blossoming of “favorite sons” may 
be expected during the weeks ahead as 
evidence mounts that the National Demo- 
cratic Convention may produce a long, 
bitter fight and perhaps even a dead- 
lock. 

Sen. Kefauver will not obtain the 
support of party leaders. His organiza- 
tion says that no one is for him but 
people. And in a sense that is true. In 
all Washington there is as yet no senator 
for him. Only two congressmen have 
spoken out in his behalf. 

Every effort will be made to slow him 
down. Even if he should come to the con- 
vention with enough delegates and mo- 
mentum to make stopping him difficult, 
there still will be a determined effort 
to do so. 

A part of this “stop Kefauver” move- 
ment will be the favorite-son procedure. 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson, of Texas, is almost 
certain to be one of these. He will do so 
largely to unify the Texas delegation, 
badly split by the bolt of Gov. Shivers 
to Eisenhower in 1952. Unless there is 
unity around Johnson, Texas Democrats 
will almost certainly go to Chicago in 
an unruly, undisciplined condition. Ken- 
tucky’s “Happy” Chandler is expected to 
start a boom to hold the Bluegrass dele- 
gation. New York’s Gov. Harriman will 
enter as a candidate. Sen. Stuart Syming- 
ton of Missouri is another possibility. 
There may be others. 

All this points up the dilemma of 
Adlai Stevenson. He is by no means out 
of it. The Minnesota result, which hurt 
him badly, was confused by the Republi- 
cans. A substantial victory in Florida, 
May 29, would put him back in the 
running. But how many will fight for 
him and how many will “run” to the 
favorite-son escape hatch remains to be 
seen. By May 29 he could be out, or in. 

One thing is sure. 

The South is in a difficult position 
».. and with it the national party. 

The choice is plain. 

Will the South strongly support Adlai 
Stevenson or will it dismember the Dem- 
ocratic party and thereby assure a tre- 
mendous Republican victory in the White 
House and in the Congress? Would such 
_ @ price be worth it in the South? 

These are critical days for the Demo- 
cratic party—recalling more and more 
the turbulent years of 1856-60 and the 
split which prevented a Democratic vic- 
tory and elected Abraham Lincoln. The 
facts of our political life call for some 
fundamental thinking and decisions which 
will keep the party effective as a full 
partner in the two-party system.

Action Is Needed Now 
To Check Mideast War 


Apparently Britain is ready to meet 
the final challenge to its power in the 
Middle East whether or not the United 
States agrees. 


Announcement that it has completed 
a standby plan for action in case of war 
between the Arabs and Israel was fol- 
lowed closely by charges that the Russians 
were training Egyptian officers and tech- 
nicians in modern warfare at Polish 
bases. 

The British are expecting war to break 
out in the area. They believe that Premier 
Nasser of Egypt has ambitions that will 
not be stopped short of war. 

The Reds are, as usual, using the sit- 
uation skillfully to their own advantage. 
They want to drive the West out of the 
area. Should the Arabs plunge into war, 
they would have much to gain. Commu- 
nism thrives on war. 

It is time for the United States, 
Britain and France to agree on a common 
policy for North Africa as well as the 
Middle East. The drift toward war has 
gone far enough. 

For the first time the French are 
adopting a realistic attitude toward their 
colonial areas in Africa. In moving to 
grant self-government to French West 
and Central Africa and Madagascar, they 
have recognized the inevitable fact that 
old-style colonialism must be abandoned. 
France has more to gain by granting in- 
dependence within the French Union. 

Deterioration of Western influence in 
the area is alarming and can be attributed 
to lack of imagination and a united policy 
on the part of the nations involved, in- 
cluding the United States.

Multiple Sclerosis 
Still Is An Enigma 


One of the battles yet to be won in 
the field of medicine is that against multi- 
ple sclerosis. This illness which impairs 
the body’s communication system, affects 
walking, speaking, and other activities of 
its victims. , 

It strikes people in their prime. Ap- 
proximately two-thirds of all sufferers 


from this cause are between 20 and 40, 
the fruitful and productive years. 


Ten years ago the National Multiple 
Sclerosis Society was founded to inquire 
into the causes and cure of this disease, 
and to help care for those crippled by it. 
Now there are 81 chapters of the society 
over America, beacons of hope to the 
500,000 with multiple sclerosis and pos- 
sible guarantees that the next genera- 
tion may not be afflicted by this crippler. 


This year the National Multiple Scle- 
rosis Society hopes to raise $2,500,000 
from the public. Some of this money 
will be used for the care of those with 
the disease, the rest will go into research. 
One by one medicine is winning in this 
battle against fatal and crippling illnesses. 
Multiple sclerosis is one of those yet to 
be conquered. 


Reds Unlikely to Accept 


Reductions in Manpower 


The United States’ proposal to cut 
military manpower to 2,500,000 men if 
the Soviet Union will do the same has a 
familiar ring. Except for its propaganda 
value it can be expected to have about 
the same effect as previous such proposals. 

Judging by the immediate past, the 
Russians safely can expect the United 
States voluntarily and without reciproca- 
tion to cut her armed forces down to that 
size. Steady reductions in our armed 
manpower during the last three years 
would indicate as much. 

At present, for instance, the United 
States has 2,900,000 men under arms 
compared to about 4,000,000 for Russia. 
At the same time, Russia and the satel- 
lites together have about 225 divisions 
compared to about 18 for the United 
States. Then, too, there is Red China 
with an inexhaustible supply of men. 

There is some comfort in the optimism 
of Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, NATO com- 
mander. He says that thanks to the United 
States’ current superiority in strategic 
air power the West could win a war with 
Russia today. Note, however, that he says 
“current.” Any aerial superiority of today 
is quite apt to disappear tomorrow. 
There’s no assurance of such superiority 
even now. 

The general warns, too, that Commu- 
nist armed might is growing stronger 
while the campaign of “peace and 
friendship” by the Russians is leading to 
a dangerous apathy in the West. 

If the Reds are winning the arms race, 
why should they accept our disarmament 
proposals? Why would they give up their 
superiority in armed manpower? 

While hoping for the best, it is quite 
unlikely that the Reds will accept the 
American proposal. The nature of com- 
munism is not conducive to acceptance of 
the status quo.

Farmers Are Neglecting 
Fight on Brucellosis 


The State Department of Agriculture 
calls attention to the fact that failure of 
farmers to take advantage of a free pro- 
gram for livestock is costing many thou- 
sands of dollars each year. 

Under a joint state-federal program 
farmers may have their calves vaccinated 
against brucellosis at no cost to them 
whatsoever. All the farmer has to do is 
to tell his local veterinarian he wants to 
participate in the program and the gov- 
ernment will not only furnish the vac- 
cine but will pay the veterinarian to 
vaccinate the farmer’s calves. 

Georgia farmers are not taking ad- 
vantage of the program as they should, 
perhaps because they are not aware of 
it. A total of 87,000 doses of the vaccine 
was stored in the state to treat an esti- 
mated 7,250 calves a month but only 
around 2,000 are being treated and the 
expiration date on the vaccine is running 
out. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Phil 
Campbell urges all farmers to take ad- 
vantage of the program. This costly dis- 
ease can be stamped out but only if the 
livestock producers themselves cooperate 
in fighting it. We join Mr. Campbell in 
urging that they do so.

So you think traffic is bad on the highways? Well, just wait 
another 10 years—it will be even worse! 

The National Safety Council has just done a little figuring about 
the future, and it has come up with these sobering statistics: 

By 1966, an endless swarm of 82 million motor vehicles will 3am 


the streets and highways. 
That’s 20 million more than are 
on the road now, 


There will be 90 million drivers, 
and they will travel approximately 
825 billion miles a year. 


The traffic toll will be around 
53,000 deaths a year—15,000 more 
than the present rate. 


Faced with this foreboding fu- 
ture, the council has announced a 
specific traffic safety program. 
This program is designed not only 
to hold down the traffic toll, but 
to expedite the flow of traffic. 

The council's program is nation- 
al in scope, 


But it applies equally well to any 
city, large or small.

Here’s the council's plan for cut- 
ting the toll and congestion of fu- 
ture traffic. It is based on proven 
techniques of engineering, educa- 
tion, and enforcement. 

1, Convince the public that the 
only real answer to the traffic 
problem is for every individual not 
only to drive and walk sensibly 
and safely himself, but to join ac- 
tively in an organized community 
and national effort to see that oth- 
ers do the same, 

2. Give every community the 
facts on how its traffic safety pro- 


gram stacks up against recognized 
standards. 

3. Build as many miles of safe, 
modern, accident-resistant high- 
ways as possible—as fast as pos- 
sible. 

4. Cut through red tape, apathy, 
and legislative inertia to obtain uni- 
form vehicle laws. 

5. Make driver education a re- 
quired course for every student of 
driving age in every high school. 

6. Make driver's license require- 
ments adequate, so that persons 
who are not safe on the highways 
will not be permitted on them. 

7. Back traffic courts to the 
limit. 

8. Encourage constant improve- 
ment in automobile design to make 
it easier to drive safely. 

In almost every community, 
some of these things are being 
done. 

But until all of these things are 
being done in every community 
the traffic problem will get worse 
instead of better.

Red Cross Blood 


Rescues Four 


Life-saving can be dramatic. 
When it is, we call it rescue. A 
fireman carries a child from a 
building on fire, .......—, - 
a lifeguard drags ~ 
a bather from — 
the pounding 
surf, a trucker 
pulls a_ trapped 
passenger from a # 
burning car. Or 
lives can be 
saved quietly. A 
minister comforts 
a lonely persona? 
and turns him 
from suicide. The 
skillful hands of a surgeon close 
an artery and widen the gap be- 
tween life and death. Blood given 
by an healthy, unselfish person 
restores pulse and color to a pa- 
tient on the operating table. 


The drama is there, but it 
doesn't show. 


The Red Cross blood program is 
that way. So far no headline has 
read: Red Cross Rescues Four at 
VA Hospital. 


It happened that way at the 
Atlanta Veterans Hospital early 
this month, 


In two days the hospital handled 
an unusual number of cases that 
called for transfusions. On the 
first day the technicians in the 
hospital laboratory had to cross- 
match 41 pints of blood. On the 
next day they cross-matched 52 
pints. 


All this was for four patients 
with whom life was touch-and-go. 


One patient required 13 pints of 
B negative blood, a type found in 
only one of every 75 donors. An- 
other operative case took much 
AB negative, found in one of every 
175 donors. 

That’s what kept the _ cross- 
matchers “busier than beavers,”’ 
as Dorothy N. Sage, one of the 
VA serologists, described the ac- 
tivity in the lab. 

“We are absolutely dependent 
here on Red Cross blood,’’ Dr. 
W. H. Thiele, manager of the VA 
Hospital, told me in discussing the 
emergencies. 

He went on to say that many 
present-day operations — on the 
lungs, the heart, the major blood 
vessels—are possible only because 
of three things—modern anesthe- 
tics, antibiotic drugs and blood 
replacement, before, during and 
after the operation. 

All three factors must work in 
combination. 

The Red Cross has the organi- 
zation, the know-how and _ the 
equipment to maintain the blood 
bank from which hospitals, gov- 
ernment and civilian, draw the 
vital third ingredient. ‘ 

‘As long as neighborly Ameri- 
cans give of their blood and their 
money, the Red Cross blood bank 
will stay solvent. 

The call for blood is urgent and 
constant. The call for funds is 
made only in March. 

The blood bank is one of the 
major Red Cross services your 
contribution will support. There 
is none that can come to mean 


more to you personally.

2. Again, as in 1952, Sen. Kefauver emerges as a formidable 
popular-vote-getting, pre-convention contender for the Democratic 


nomination. 

Though he has the opposition 
of many and lacks the support of 
most of the influential party lead- 
ers, he is not to be counted out. 
But his two primary victories—in 
New Hampshire and in Minne- 
sota—and possibly others will not 
count him in.

3. Gov, Averell Harriman. of 
New York will soon emerge as 
an ‘“‘active’’ candidate. He has 
been a busy “‘inactive’’ candi- 
date for months and his powerful 
supporters will now come out in 
the open since Sen.

State Income Tax Bills 
Cut for Average Payer 


ST. JOHN 


The “average” Georgian will have to pay little or 
no state income tax this year—but he must file a return 
by April 15 if he doesn’t want to pay a penalty. 


April 15 is 25 per cent of the tax — 
or a minimum fine of $5. 


LAW CHANGED 

This year’s filing is a study in 
deductions, in view of changes in 
the state law. 

Commissioner Williams said 
Georgians can deduct personal 
property taxes; real estate taxes; 
federal taxes on theater admis- 
‘sions, railroad tickets and tele- 
‘phones; auto license fees and the 
'state retail sales tax. 

Georgians cannot deduct federal 
income taxes, federal excise taxes, 
‘federal Social Security taxes, 
‘hunting license fees, dog license 
fees, alcoholic beverage taxes, 
taxes paid for another person, rail- 
road retirement taxes, state in- 
come taxes, gift taxes, cigar and 
cigarette taxes, estate and inheri- 
tance taxes or gasoline taxes. 


ALLOWABLE DEDUCTION

Yep, an old scandal—so they say—is being raked over by Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt Jr. I could take that in stride, all right—the 
doings of the Vanderbilts and the Astors practically never 
cause me to lose any sleep—except that it seems to have a Geor- 
gia angle. Miss Ruth Matthews of the staff of the Ladies Home 
Journal, which is going to dish this gold-flecked dirt, is some- 
what keyed up over the fact that half these feuding folks came 
from Georgia. 

“I thought you might be interested in this local reference,” 
wrote Miss Matthews. ‘‘Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr., whose mother’s 
family stems from Georgia, breaks with tradition to discuss more 
frankly than any Vanderbilt ever has the lorg-existent Van- 
derbilt feud.”’ 


Well, I’m fascinated. Every new thing I. read about the 
Vanderbilts and the other members of their crowd, who built little 
$5 million summer cottages at Newport and gave the guests 
$10,000 gold powder boxes or something as favors at a party, 
makes rabbits to cross my grave. How COULD they throw away 
all that money? 


Still, at this late date I suppose it is neither skin off our 
noses or bread out of our children’s mouths. 


Anyhow, Miss Grace Wilson, who married Cornelius Vander- 
bilt agaimst his parents’ wishes, causing him to sacrifice a mere 
$40 million in the deal, was the daughter of Richard T. Wilson. 
He is dscribed by Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr. as a “husky, clever 
and capable boy born in Gainesville, Ga., In 1829, the son of 
a Scotch tanner.” 


Young Richard was a traveling salesman who bought sup- 
plies of small articles in Atlanta to sell upcountry in exchange 
for cotton. While traveling in Tennessee he met the affluent 
Ebenezér Johnstons and married their daughter, Melissa, later 
bringing her to Atlanta to live. , 


“People in Loudon, Tenn., near the Johnston plantation 
say that Richard T. Wilson was the ‘poor but honest’ type, a 
man of large appetites, ambition and charm,” relates Mr. Van- 
derbilt. ‘‘The rumor persists that Margaret Mitchell based the 
character of Rhett Butler on the legend of Righard T. Wilson’s 
swashbuckling charm and good looks.’’ 


Swashbuckling Mr. Wilson seems to have been. He was a 
major in the commissary department of the Confederate Army 
and he later went to England to represent Southern cotton growers 
who were desperate for a market for their crops. 


“T understand there were those who maliciously called hima 
Civil War profiteer,"” Mr. Vanderbilt says of his grandpa. ‘‘And 
Iam afraid that this was the impression he left upon the South, 
for at the time of his death, 50 years after the Civil War, when 
he had become known as one of the financial wizards of Wall 
Street, Atlanta newspapers afforded him no more than one 
obituary paragraph. The New York newspapers gave him 
columns.”’ 

So much for the Georgia angle on the Vanderbilt feud. The 
feud itself? Oh, me, I never did find ou about that. I’m still 
back in the middle of the story grieving with the Wilsons because 
Grace is delayed in Paris by the pokiness of a little dressmaker 
named Worth.

Later, I decided to take him 
indoors, so I carried him into 
the house and placed him on the 
foot of Grandpa’s bed. 

Not 30 minutes later, however, 
our phone rang again and Grand- 
pa was crying on the other end, 
saying he thought Bud was dying. 


HASTENED UP

to see, and there stood Grandpa 
at the foot of the bed, sobbing 
like a child.

Some soft jobs taken by men 
and women without ambition are 
more tiring than a more difficult 
one that gives personal satisfac- 
tion. The same can be said of 
occupations that are tedious and 
dull. 


Many workers are spry and 


| full of pep even though their | 


brain is active every minute of | 


the day. The more psychic 
energy utilized, the more they 
are stimulated. Their source of 
energy is unlimited, demon- 
strating that mental work in it- 
self does not cause unusual 
fatigue. The same can be said 
of a manual worker who thrives 
on a job well done. 

This is a wonderful feeling. In 
my opinion, much of the world’s 
unrest can be traced to the 
large number of uninteresting 
jobs, the encouragement of loaf- 
ing, and lack of motivation. 

The cure for emotional fatigue 
may lie in a change to new 
scenes, interests, and oppor- 


tunities. If this does not bring | 


improvement, a deep seated | 


psychic disturbance may be 
present. These are the men and 
women who, consciously or un- 
consciously, have grasped physi- 
cal exhaustidn as a solution to 
their prablems.
